pital  and  how  to  turn  the 
famous  circular  bed  he 
was  in.  No  visit  was  com¬ 
plete  without  this  demon¬ 
stration.  Fred  was  always 
full  of  spirit  when  guys 
came  down,  laughing  and 
constantly  talking  from 
his  bed  amidst  the  many 
cards  and  letters  he'd 
received.  At  times  in¬ 
stead  of  us  cheering  him 
up,  he'd  cheer  us  up  with 
his  good  spirits,  insis¬ 
ting  that  "I'll  pull 
through  this  all  right!"

The  subject  of  joining  the  Student  Union  has  been 
an  important  issue  this  year,  partly  because  of  the 
"liberal"  movement  in  Xavier:  Hall  urges  us  to  beccme 
an  active  part  of  the  St.  Joseph® s  College  community. 
The  question  in  everyone* s  mind  right  now  is:  What  ad¬ 
vantage  would  carte  to  the  hall,  if  we  were  to  join? 

According  to  Jim  Stoup,  Student  Association  pre¬ 
sident,  we  already  enjoy  most  of  the  activities  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Student  Union*  These  include  all  con¬ 
certs,  lectures,  movies,  the  Little  500,  the  band  and 
drill  teams,  bus  trips  for  football  and  basketball 
games,  and  a  new  project,  the  Coffee  House □  About  the 
only  projects  we  don®t  take  advantage  of  are  the  var¬ 
ious  dances,  which  only  account  for  5-8  percent  of 
the  total  budget*  Each  concert  costs  the  Student  Union 
several  thousand  dollars,  and  the  receipts  taken  in 
never  equal  the  cost  of  hiring  the  group* 

One  of  the  main  objections  raised  against  joining 
the  Student  Union  was  that  we  in  Xavier  Hall  would 
possibly  lose  sane  of  our  privileges  as  seminarians, 
such  as  having  guns  and  using  the  gravel  pits  in  the 
summer  „  This  has  no  basis  in  facto  The  secular  .  stu¬ 
dents  are  now  allowed  do  have  guns,  provided  that  they 
are  properly  registered*  The  priviiega  of  using  the 
pits  was  made  in  a  special  deal  between  the  college 
and  the  gravel  company*  The  whole  matter  is  entirely 
out  of  the  realm  of  the  Student  Union*  In  fact,  the 
Student  Union  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  area  of  dis¬ 
cipline  in  the  college*  Thus,  there  would  be  no  fear 
of  losing  the  privileges  we  now  have  with  our  own  dir¬ 
ector. 

What  would  be  the  advantages  of  joining  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Union?  One  reason  is  that  it  could  greatly  help 
public  relations.  WE  would  be  able  to  have  a  voice  in 
the  Senate,  and  all  its  decisions,  run  for  of  rice  in 
the  Student  Union,  and  serve  on  its  various  cormittees 
(if  one  so  desires 0 eo) 

A  very  Important  reason  in  favor  of  joining  is 
that  by  doing  so,  we  would  be  equal"  to  all  the  other 
students  on  this  campus «,  In  the  past,  the  Mangles 
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have  been  slighted  on  several  occasions®  Entering  the 
Student  Union  could  very  well  help  to  bring  an  end  to 
this®  No  doubt  our  sports  effort  could  be  largely  ad¬
